Road where he observed the former obtain several copies of 
"Emancipation" from a newsvendor whose stall was located at 

the place mentioned, after which he followed him to a point 
near Weihaiwei Road and Yates Road where he arrested him and 
handed him over to CeP.Ce. 596 who brought him to Chengtu Road 
Station. This person, who is described as the lst accused, 
gave his name as Wong Ying (3+ ® ), 34, Zangchow, residing at 
the Chung Kuo Lodging House, Chekiang-Amoy Roads’ corner.

for the books above mentioned in return for a commission 
from the sale of same. ‘the matter was referred by the 
6th accused to mr. vdu sho we the Chinese manager of 
the company, who was stated to have accepted the offer.

The 6th accused was unable to furnish any useful 
information that would help in locating the wanted person 
Yue Tso0ong. Specimens of the literature seized in the 
home of the 6th accused, which is at present detained in 
the #rench Police Headquarters were handed over to the 
Settlement Police. A liet was made and classified as 
Appendix "E". 

It is interesting to note that whilst in the 
Service Politique of the srench Police Headquarters, 

a large quantity of the above mentioned books was noticed 
in one of the offices which, upon enquiries, were learned 
to have been seized by the srench Police about two weeks

Before I came to Shanghai at the age of 16, I receiv- 
ed several years’ education from a private tutor in Hangchow. 
Upon my arrival at Shanghai in 1928, I joined the Ping Ming Free 
School, Sing Ming Road, Chapei, where I graduated at the age of 
19 (1931). After graduation I acted as a teacher in the same 


school for @ period of 6 months and then transferred to another 
school named Poo Tse Primary School, Jukong Road. At the out= 
hreak of the 1932 hostilities, the school removed to Tongshan 
Roed and I continued teaching at this school for about one year. 

I then gave up my job of teaching because of the sm2ll salary I 
earned and made a living by selling stationery to various achools, 
This profession I followed for @ period of severel years until the 
outbreak of the local hostilities last year when all schools aus- 
pended operétions.

pewnshop on Carter Road, selling all sorts of books and periodicel 
of @n anti-Japanese and national salvation nature, and from the.

The periodicals "Emancipation" 
and "Unity", he asserted, were obtained from one Siao Sz:!\@F 
Ts, who he believes is an agent of a local national 
saivation organization and are believed to have been 
printed locully. He, however, did not know details 
regarding the organization nor did he know the address of 
Siao Sz Ts. The Srd accused stated that he engaged in 
the above described business purely for monetary gain and 
he ran the risk of being arrested simply because the 
profit from the sale of such books was so much greater 
then could be obtained from the sale of otner ordinary 
books and periodicals. The mimeograph set found in the 
home of the 3rd accused was, according to the 3rd accused, 
used for printing the catalogue and price lists of all 
new books. An examination of the set resulted in the 
discovery of an old stencil paper.thereon, and the 


statemert of 3rd accused in thig respect was verified. 
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The lst accused when interrogated admitted being
